Curling : As a finishing touch for 
flower petals, animal tails, or 
moustaches, curling is most 
effective. 



Pull Fold : This fold, used to make 
the tip part of an angle slender, is 
often found in tails of origami 
animals or in the heads of origami 
human figures. In some cases, the 
paper is pulled forward as in A and 
B in others the paper is tucked 
inward. In either case, the fold is 
easier to make if proper creases are 
made beforehand. 

Pulling : Interesting effects result 
from pulling series of stairstep 
folds, Aseries of pocket folds 
produces a curved form

Stairstep Fold : As the name 
indicates, the step fold is made by 
combining a valley and a peak fold 
to form a kind of pleat. 



Pinch Fold : Like the pull fold, the 
pinch fold is used to narrow of a 
comer, though in the latter there is 
no pleat or step as (here is in the 
former. The fold is complete at 
step 2; depending on the nature of 
the paper, this fold can produce 
great stability. 

The narrow tip can, however, be 
folded further to produce the shape 
in step 3.
